H18 VIEWS O% THE ALABAMA. CLAIMS— 


KON-INTBBCOUnSK WITH ENGLAND THE 
BBMEDY PBOPOSED—TV An THE TOOB.V 
OLE KKSOLT. 
From General Butler's speech at Boston 


which, from his position rather than its in- 
trinsic merits is exciting a good deal of at- 
tention, we make snob, extracts from the 
veroaiim reports as define his position cor- 
rcotly: 


The Republican party is tho dominant 


party of the country, and must remain so 
for the next threo years at least. Upon it 
and upon its administration devolve the 
duty and the burden of bringing to a 
conclusion all these questions and the 
needed reparation, indemnification and 
apology for our wrongs. Delays aid not 
their solution, but rather add to their com- 
plications. Time can never obliterate the 
deep sense of injury this nation entertains 
of the action of Great Britain during our 
war. Years only intensify its bitterness. 
The gaping wounds in our national honor 
never will close np by lapse of years. They 
must always remain, grceu, open, sore, un- 
til healed by the potent salve of ample 
reparation and indemnification.. 


True, it is urged by some not too far- 


sighted or discriminating people, princi- 
pally newspaper writers, that wo should 
delay settlement of our claims until Eng- 
land gets into a war, and then let loose 
other Alabamas, other Shcnandoaha and 
other Floridas from our ports in the inter- 
ests of tho belligerent nation with which 
aho should bo at war, to prey upon her 
commerce, especially to make the pretext of 
war bet ween herself and either of her de- 
pendencies, to have our own citizens fit 
out our ships as cruisers under some apo- 
oryphul flag, and thus to avongo our 
wrongs. The statesmanship of those who 
advocate such a course would seem to ho 
this: We complain of her wrongs, and 
wo propose to make thoso right by doing 
other like wrongs, to bo inflicted m safety 
when our enemy is crippled. Is this 
statesmanship ? IB it magnanimous ? Is 
such redress bold ? Is it manly "> Nay, 
is it not eneakingly cowardly ? 


Lot us trathor stand up in tho manly 


strength of our nationhood, and fearlessly, 
boldly claim the rights which belong to 
us, insist upon thoir being respected, and 
that all questions between us and Great 
Britain bo adjusted at once nnd forever, so 
as to take away all cause of unfriendli- 
ness between two powerful nations of tho 
earth. 
Let ns say to Great Britain, 


tnus much wo aro wronged; thus much we 
requiro to satisfy tho nation's honor and 
the .nation's losses, and for that wrong and 
that loss j,thus much wo must have, bo- 
cause it ie our right, and because wa aro 
ablo to maintain our right." Judge ye be- 
tween tho two proposed modes of adjust- 
ing theJAlobama claims. 


Hhavo already said that I would deal 


with this question wholly independent of 
tho discussion of tho mere legal rights of 
the parties as determined by public law; 
and I do PO upon this, among other 
grounds. Whether England stood upon 
the upices o£ her legal rights, or stepped 
beyond them when she made uso of her 
power and position, to injure us, because 
of her hostile spirit, can make no differ- 
ence in tho amonnt of wrong done to ua, 
The injury is as great, if she was techni- 
cally within the law, as if she had broken 
some rule of international law, fancifully 
enacted by some student publicist in hia 
closet, when writing a book. 


I only see that her government was hos- 


tile, and her hostility was harmful to tho 
United States, and was so intended. Wo 
claim reparation for that harm done by 
this hostility. Tho question is how are 
we to enforce our rights ? By declaring 
war ? By no means. The United States 
will never lightly declare war. Wo are 
not a war-making government; wo aro 
only a war-carrying-on government when 
war is made upon us. 


I would apply the same doctrine to na- 


tions that I would to individuals under 
like circumstances. If my neighbor takes 
advantage of tho fact that his line lies 
close under my windows, to build a high 
'enco to shut out the light and air from 
ray dwelling, in ordor to bhowhis hostility 
to myself nnd family, do I stop to inquire 
whether he has pus that fence one inch 
within 
tho 
line 
which 
divides 


bis land from mine ? If ho has put it 
ono inch over, I may sue him in the courts 
of law. But there are no courts of law to 
idjust disputes between nations. If he 
aas put it ono inch on his own land to 
gratify his ill will and injure mo, what is 
ny remedy ? Simply to declare him a 
bad neighbor, and that I will havo noth- 
ing to do with him in the future, save to 
jet him out of my neighborhood if I can 
and as soon ae I cun, either by causing him 
to move, or by moving myself. 


So -would I do -with England. If she 


will not malro reparation for tho wrongs 
done us during the war by her hostility, 
not by simply making good tbe millions 
that our merchants lost, but by tanking 
good all that tbo nation has lost, I would 
treat her as I would my vicious neighbor, 
who gave vent'to hia enmity by darkening 
my windows—declare that I would h;we 
nothing to do with her; that I would nei- 
ther buy nor sell with her. nor, after due 
notice, hold diplomatic or commercial re- 
lations with her henceforth '-until full re- 
paration is made. Complete, thorough, 
and stringent non-intercourse is tho rem- 
edy. 
That is not war. That is not a 


cosits belli under any suggestion of the 
:aw of nations. We have the undisputed 
right to trado with whom' wo please, or to 
rofuso to trade with whom wo plonee. 


True, Groat Britain, when the Govern- 


ment of China refused to havo its subjects 
poisoned by English opium, eent a licet 
and forced the opium down tho throats of 
the Cbmeso at the mouth of her cannon; 
but what publicist ever dreamed that that 
was done under any provision of interna- 
tional law, but only an exhibition of force? 
Besides, China had not been admitted into 
the family of nations. When tho United 
States decides not to buy British goods 
until she settlei tho Alabama claims, I am 
willing to see Great Britain, if she thinks 
best, send her fleets to our ports to force 
ua to take her manufactures of iron and 
wool. 


We know how to conduct a defensive 


war, whether by sea or land. 


I do not deem it either unmanly or un- 


fair to say to England that she shall havo 
none of our cotton or breadstuff* nnti 
this question is settled, although such de- 
privation to Manchester, Birmingham and 
Bradford might work a revolution in IK r 
government in six months. 


Nor would it be more unmanly or un- 


fair to declare such non-intercourse, be- 
cause now is our opportunity, insomuch as 
Prussia and Trance will be ready, in re 
covering from their exhaustion, "to take 
from us all the surplus that we- havo both 
of cotton and food for exjMAt even if they 
become sellers of tbe frret*"in England 
Nor is it our fault if England's delays in 
doing us "justice havo postponed our de- 
mand for it till her complications with 
Russia have substantially put her at our 
mercy. 


The saving to the country by non-im 


portation of British goods—the impetui 
given to our manufactories—tbe protection 
thus afforded to American industry woalc 
very soon quite make good to us all tha 
we have lost in money by tbo Alabama 
outrages. 


The United States Government oogbj 


to assume and pay all that there is of as 
certained loss to individual citizens be- 
cause of these claims. 


The magnitude of the claims by thu 


country, as a nation, 114x111 England, am 
the claims of individuala as individual 
upon either government, is -very different 
When the individual claims upon the gov 
ernment, he cannot make good his claim i: 
being insured, he has been paid insurance 
because if his claim is allowed, he wil 
receive his pay twice. Nor can toe insnr 
er, even if he has paid tbe insurance, mak 
any claim, becaune tho war premium 
which he demanded for his insuring wer 
equal to the losses which he paid. Sue 
is tho very theory of insurance," so that i 


ie were paid by the gorenment too, ho 
would be twice paid. The loss has fallen 
upon-the merchants, who, paid, .the .T»»r- 
iremuima and nodthejr commerce crippkd 
zy British' interfercnW,''who' are tod sciV 
tered and too numerous to hare their los- 
ses adjusted.as individual claims, and upon 
he nation whose sovereignty and honor 
were defied;and"insnlted. 
• ' 
' 


Therefore it seems to me bat proper 
bat the United States should- undertake 
x> remunerate small amounts due the indi- 
idual claimants. r and then . add tho 
mounts so paid to its own great claim to 
ie adujated by Great Britain as s whole. - 


For, after all, the great injury and 


wrong is not to be compensated in money. 
Tho better reparation to this nation would 
De for England to remove'all opportunity! 
r cause of collision between the two coun- 
ries in tho future. But those must al- 
•ays exist so long as England has a Gov- 
rnment under her control, and for the 
cts of which she is responsible, stretching 
rom ocean to ocean, across onr\ Northern 
iorder, and for many hundred miles intcr- 
ening between us and our newly-ac- 
quired territory, Alaska, and while she 
olds her naval stations and'depots at 
amaica,'Xassau, -rnd the Bermuda*, from 
which our commprca au<Tour coast can be 
nenaced in any future war on this side 
he Atlantic. 


Therefore I would sugt^st that that 


which would best satisfy the people—that 
which would best meet tho 'exigencies of 
ho occasion, and that which England 
ould part with herself in most honor, by 
howing a desire to take away all ground 
f possible unfriendly relations in tho fu- 
ure, 
would be that she should withdraw 


icr power from this continent. 
I do not ask her to give us Canada and 


.or provinces. I should be willing to as- 
ume all the Alabama claims and settle all 
ossible differences between the two na- 
ions to-morrow if Great Britain will leave 
he Western continent. Simply divorce 
icrself from them, and permit her pro- 
inces of Canada, Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick, Prince Edward's Island, Ncwfound- 
and, and British Columbia, each to settle 
or itself, by the action of itg.own people, 
who shall bo its future. I am asked, will 
he provinces vote for annexation to this 
ountry ? I am willing to tjlke the risk 
hat men and countries will act for their 
'Wn. best interests. 


It is objected, why pay the millions due 


us for the, Alabama losses to Great Britain 
or the provinces which she is ready to 
jjivo up without money and without prico, 
s soon as Canada asks for a separation ? 
Tho answer is an obvious one, viewing 


he matter only as a money question. So 
cLg as Great Britain does not say to her 
olonics: "You are quite at liberty, nnd it 
would be an advantage to both, to have 
•ou separate from us," so long a spirit of 
oyalty, fostered by the social relations of 
ho ruling classes in Canada with 
Sngland, 
and the feeling that they 


ave a right to call upon British protec- 
lon at all times for their territory, and 
ven for British indemnity against any 
oss in defending it, will exist in the prov- 
nces, which.wiil hold themselves to the 
mother country against their better inter- 
sts, and so long will the progreas of an- 
icxation, which is at last inevitable, be 
low, and tho period at which Canada and 
ho adjoining provinces will come to us be 
-clayed. 


Meantime, we are losing millions upon 


millions by smuggling, and the expense of 
looping up u lino of six thousand miles of 
Custom Houses along our external borders, 
mt which, indeed, aro powerless to pre- 
vent illicit traffic and tho consequent im- 
mense loss to onr revenue." In fact, tho 
minister of Finance tof the Dominion 
openly declares that the United States 
must depend npon their own laws alone to 
>revent tho importation of foreign .goods 
iloug their borders, and ho holds oittKbat 
threat as one of the inducements to a re- 
ciprocity treaty. To tempt fishermen and 
coasters to smuggle, freo ports have been 
established, covering the line of Lakes 
:£udaon and Superior, of more than one 
.housand miles, and on the Gulf of St. 
[,awronco, at Gaape, with an extent of one 
housand five hundred miles, as depots of 
TOO goods imported, to lie there ready for 
the smuggler whenever opportunity per- 
mits. 


Further, Canada threatens that unless 


wo admit grain ut a low rate 'of duty, so 
as to vie with tho productions of'onr'own 
farm, it shall be distilled into spirits and 
in that form smuggled into our territory 
in competition with our distillers, and in 
evasion of the heavy tax upon spirits from 
which wo hope at some time not long in 
;ho future, to receive taxation enough to 
?ay tho interest on our debt. 


It would be more economical for the 


United States to pay tho Alabama claims, 
whatever they may be, in money five times 
over, than to allow the present commercial 
and political relations of Canada, with all 
tho losses, expenses and complications, to 
remain open ior a single year, to say noth- 
ing of the cost to ua of the suppression of 
tbo raids of our irrepressible Fenian 
brethren, which seems likely to be period- 
ically repeated, at leaef'until Ireland is 
"roe. 
'' *,- 


The dangers of war from our fishery 


collisions demand, in the interest of peace 
between tho two nations, tho immediate 
settlement of the Alabama claims, in a 
manner which shall tako away" nil possi- 
bility of future entanglements. For the 
purpose of forcing a reciprocity treaty 
'jpon the United Statos^tho Canadian 
Government has been for tho last two 
years renewing its pretensions to tho ex- 
clusive right of tho fisheries in thn great 
rays and estuaries alonjc..shores adjoining 
the British provincati*pretensions which 
are only to be examined to be found un- 
ust; pretensions under which they have 
seized iv number of vessels belonging to 
.he United States upon tbo ilim&icst pre- 
;extj, broken up tho voyages, turned 
.oosc tho crows, who are part owners, and 
subjected the owners to tho hardship of 
defend ing their claims to their own prop- 
erty before a British Vice-Admiralty 
Court, only to find their vessels, if they 
succeed, returned 
to 
them stripped 


of 
their 
lines, 
cordage, and run- 


ning 
rigging; 
allowed 
to 
go 
to 


waste while in tho hands of the court; 
with their cargoes perished, the" voyigo 
broken up and the niovns of continuing it 
carried off without any responsibility fcr 
tho loss. Canada claims to enact laws pro- 
viding for the seizure and confiscation oi 
nur vessels if they fish within the lines 
which her laws prescribe, and also if found 
taking shelter for more than ^twenty-four 
hours in her bays and harbors, whatever 
the inclemency of tho weather, or even in 
buying provisions or supplies therein,with 
which to fish any whero.upon tbe broad ex- 
panse of tho ccccra. 
This condition oi 


conflicting rights and claims cannot long 
rest without collisions which will severely 
endanger tho peace of tho nations. .Amer- 
ican seamen are not too patient of, wrongs 
from that power which impressed their 
fathers and searched thuir ships on the 
high eeas—till we went to ijar for sailors 
rights. 


The concluding passage of' the epeach is 


as follows : 


More money, without other reparations 


will never satisfy the wounded.honor o 
this country. We must have for our sat 
iafaction something mote of concession 
and apology; and it is for Gro*t Briain.to 
say in what form that will be easiest to 
herself. I can have.no doubt bat that her 
withdrawal from the continent will satisfy 
our people, although it is only the antici- 
pation of an event which must happen in 
a few, very few, years—bnt an. hour of a 
nation's life. 
If England refuses this, let 


her cay what reparation she will offer to 
us, the injured party. If nothing, then 
let all mtcrcouree between the two" coun 
tries cease. 
This, our alternative,—non-interconrse 


—I do not conceal, either from myself-or 
from you, although not a justifiable cause 
of war, would, unleaj it led to a aettiemen 
of the difficulty, probably result in a de 
olaration of war by Great Brstain. If so 
be it so. And in that case I again woulc 
say m tho language" of Jacksoa to France

she bat adds violence to injustice^- nut 
could not fail to expose hereell'to the just"" 
censure of civilized nations and the retri-* 
butive judgment* of Heaven." 


I have said, and I repeat again and again 


t would not declare war; it is the hut and 
worst remedy for grievances; bat yet 
here are other alternatives more terrible 
to B nation than war — loss of honor, loss 
of rights, loss of self respect. I would 
io everything, yield everything, accept 
anything consistent with patriotism, jus- 
ice and the dignity of the nation to ad- 
ust peaceably and forever these momentu- 
>ns questions, chums, and assertions of in.- 
ernational rights between this country 
and England. 
But more we cannot yield 


>r accept, and if the dread alternative is 
breed upon ns of an. appeal to arms be- 
cause of the unrequited indignities, in- 
uries, and wrongs, then, as a Republican, 
is an American, I cannot fail to observe 
he great temptation that this nation has 
or a war wicii Great Britain. 


Let mo say nothing now of the keen 


enso of wrong and injury inflicted. Let 
me eay nothing of the rising gorge at the 
bought that England took advantage of 
ur crippled condition to do thoto things 
to our hurt which she would not have 
tared otherwise to do. Let me say nothing 
now of the fact that ehe hoped by her 
course to demonstrate to mankind that the 
;reat experiment of freedom to til, now 
>eing wrought out by this American gov- 
ernment, was a failure, and thus in cbe in- 
crest of despotism, to crush out all hope 
of republican liberty throughout tho world. 
jet me say nothing of the fact that her 
hostile acts were dono in the interests of 
a Confederacy whose corner stone was 
slavery, and whose object was to perpetu- 
ate that slave power which the greed of 
British merchants and slave traders bad 
'aeteued on our country in ita infancy, 


But I do remember, and cannot forget, 


that we have sixteen hundred thousand 
naturalized Irishmen in this country, 
every one eager to avenge the wrongs done ' 
lis mother-land, tho Green. lole of the 
ocean, by British tyranny, which drove 
lim from her soil. I cannot but remem- 
>er that they requiro no urging to join our 
armies in a war with their oppressors, but 
are prevented by the repressive hand of 
our government, in tho interest of peace 
and in sacred regard for our treaties of 
amity, from making war on their owa'ac- 
count, and that if we did not hinder them 
they would take Canada by contract in 
sixty days. 


I cannot but recall tho truth that our 


Southern brethren, many of tho best and 
bravest of them, who fought against the 
;overnmcnt, with a vain attempt to rid 
.hcmnclves of the glorious memory of its 
u'story, are impatiently longing to fight 
otce more under the starry folds of the 
old flag. Give the privilege to tho brave 
sons of the South to defend their country 
again in a foreign war. and especially one 
with Great Britain — not loved by them 
any more than by us — and it would bring 
us all together again, uniting us with one 
flag, one country, and one destiny. In so 
much is this reunion the hope, ol the pa- 
triot, that one feela almost to doubt 
whether to achieve it would not he worth 
all tho loss of blood and treasure in such 
a war. 


Again, let mo not forget that it would 


ie a war upon the ocean — never an expen- 
sive one — and where the most brilliant 
aurels of American arms have been won. 
And I cannot fail to perceive that the 
saving of money by tbe non-importation 
of British goods, and the stimulus given 
to American production, would quite equal 
all the expenditures of tho war. 1 can 
never forget that in such a war we havo 
no commerce to lose. Quite all our ships 
are gone already, because of tbo warlike 
acts of England's cruisers, which we have 
so long suffered in insulted silence, al- 
though wo know that wocao. sweep tho 
sails of her commerce from*lhe ocean. " 


As a Republican and partisan, t cannot 


but remember that whenever a country is 
engaged in a foreign war, the administra- 
tion of government is always sustained by 
tho patriotism ol tho people. Never would 
that be so signally dome-nitrated as in a 
defensive war with England, brought on 
by tho KepubHcan administration, in a 
irm, manly and strenuous endeavor to cn- 
foroo the rights of our injured and de- 
spoiled citizens, to avenge our insulted 
lionor, and to maautain. our fishermen in. 
those rights now taken from them by 
Enjrland'awronge, which their father's won 
lor England and tlomst Ires with their o«n 
right arms. As a party man I do not fail 
to remember that of the twenty odd hun- 
dred thousand votes of tbe Democratic 
party now in opposition, 1,200,000 at least 
are naturalized Irishmen, who would stand 
side by side with a Republican ..administra- 
tion in a war with England, Ireland's op- 
pressor for nearly a thousand years, and 
would vote as they fought. 


As a politician, I have an incentive to 


such a war, as ita result would be the per- 
petuation of the Republican party in pow- 
er for more than a generation. 


If, therefore, when wo ask for our just 


rights and indemnifica tion for our losses 
through her acts, England should incline 
to offer us, instead thereof, euch a war as 
I have sketched, with such causes, with 
such hopes, with such results, and such 
memories, ought not every patriot A meri- 
can to address to Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment a portion of the prayer which we 
were taught in childhood every day to eay 
to our Maker— -fo much more beautiful 
aud appropriate in the 'original than as 
translated by English-Bishops — "Suffer us 
not to fall'into tempfalUon." 


AT NIGHT. — It U astonishing 


to find what a largo number of small boys, 
ranging in age from eight to twelve years, 
are permitted to run at large through tho 
streets late at night. They rapidly learn 
bad habits running- around in this way — 
habits that may bo the cause of lauding 
them in prison for the commission of some 
crime. Then'' again they learn to smoko 
and chew tobacco. What is more di;-guet- 
ing than to seo a ten year old sporting a 
pipe or cigar? It shows thathe has start- 
ed early on tho road to rniu. Parents 
should .remember that iv granting such 
a license toiflfcir Vjoy they are doing- them ' 
an injury tiiat time will never efface. 
Bad habits formed in early youth are like 
first impressions, they always remain. 
Dissipation is one of the most terrible 
evils in our (and, it fills our jail/j and poor ' 
honscs, and furnishes victims for the gal- 
lows. What fearful responsibility rests 
on thoso parents who permit their chil- 
dren to acqune these habits in early youth, 
by roaming aronnd the streets at night, 
smoking, drinking end cursing like pi- 
rates ? . It is fearful to think of. 


An enterprising agriculturist in N«bra(- 


ka has planted 100 acres with walnuts, 
and anticipates a very remunerative har- 
vest in 20 years. Each acre will have 650 
trees, he says, which will be worth f 200,- 
000. He proposes next to try tho pice, 
which will Be marketable in 50 year*, 
Thts sounds a little like Scholasticus of the 
.'iGreek Reader," who caged an eagle to 
ascertain whether it lived 100 years. 


In the United States several guns have 


been made 01 a capacity to throw a solid 
shot of more than a thousand pounds in 
weight. They can bo fired only five hun- 
dred times with safety, and their cost is FO 
great and tbo trouble of moving them i.i 
ench that very few of them will be made. 


For over thirty- years an old gentlemen 


at St. Albans, Vt., has icade a practice of 
getting "out of bed every nipht at eleven, 
twel ve, -two and fonr o'clock, to enjoy a 
"comfortable smoke." 
. The Western communities are agitat- 
ing for iron passenger railways, and also 
for the abolition of fires for beating the 
cars. They want h5t water in pipes in- 
stead of coal in stoves.

THE TniENXiAL ASSESSMENT.—The as- 


sessors have completed the -work of the 
triennial assessment for the city of Titus- 
ville, and on Tuesday mado their returns 
to the County Commissioners. That body, 
however, refused to accept the returns, on 
tho ground that tho valuation was too low 
For soino timo past there has been a feel- 
ing among the citizens of Meadville that 
they were paying an undue proportion of 
the County tales, and the County Corn' 
misi-ioners were persuaded to instruct tho 
Asse.^sors of Titusville to raise tho valua- 
tion 100 per. cent, over last year, while the 
Meadvillo assessors were required to 
crease their valuation only 25 per cent 
over three years ago. Our assessors, deem 
ing this an unjust exaction, declined to 
comply literally with this request, but did 
increase tho valuation 100 per cent, over tho 
last triennial assessment. But M^udvillo be- 
ing dissatisfied, the Commissioners ropudi 
ate tho Titusvillereturns. llr.L.P.Scoville, 
representing tho Board of Assessors of 
Titusville, vory properly refused to revii 
the assessment and make the required in- 
crease. A» the case now stands the pres- 
ent adjustment is fair and equitablo, and 
there is no good reason why we should be 
compelled to] shoulder the burdens b£ the 
county seat. Mr. Scovillo generously pro- 
posed to ruiso our valuation 100 per cent 
over last year provided Meadvillo would 
raiee her valuation 75 per cent., but even 
this concession was rejected. 


-JKeminiscnccs of Tilusvillc. 
The old settlers, perlfcps, take as ranch 


pride in Titusvillo asTho new comers. 
Tho change that lias come over this region, 
tho new faces, and crowd, and their mul- 
tiform business, offers a striking contrast 
to what they saw here twenty-five or nVen 
ten years gone by. 
The old farmers of 


Eastern Crawford frequently drop into 
our sanotum to get the news, and are al- 
ways free to relate their experience of "the 
days of said lang syne." Mr. Samuel 
Carry, of Oil Creek township, though a 
little feeble in body now, has still a clear 
memory of many transactions in ths early 
history of Titusville, and gave us the 
other day some of his reminiscences on this 
head. He well recollects the old homestead 
of Jonathan Titus, which stood on the 
site of tho old 'Moore House on Arch 
street, destroyed by fire in '60. Tho old 
Titus farm embraced about four hundred 
acres. The first store wova log house, 
whicn^sTood on the spot where Hamilton's 
cigar store now stand* A Mr. Sheffield, 
of Connecticut, kept it, and our towns- 
mait, J. L. Chase, Esq., was his partner in 
business. .The father of Mr. Chase -was 
the Kev. Amos Chase, who was pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church of Titus- 
ville, the honse of worship being a log 
building standing irt*tho grave yard at 
the head of TTranklin street. Mr. J. L. 
Chaso and his brother, Hon. E. H. Chase, 
married sisters, daughters of Mr. Titus, 
Mr. J. T. Chaso was for many years post 
master of Titusvillo, another incumbent of 
the office was Samuel Kerr, on Irishman 
and surveyor, the father of Hon. Michael 
C. Kerr, M. C. from Indiana, and Jas. 
K. Kerr, Esq , tho eloquent jury lawyer of 
Pittsburg.both of whom were born in Titus- 
ville; tho old Kerr homestead was the pres- 
ent residence of Councilman Lowrio 
con- 


siderably enlarged and improved by its 
present owner. The first practicing physi- 
cian here was Dr: Isaac Kellogg, father of 
our rcsnected townmon, Charles and John 


His house stood whero P. Good- 


win's saloon now stands. Tho late J. H. 
Baker was tho firswlawyorof the place and 
he came in at a*!ate day. 


Land in these parts 20 years ago could 


be bougljt for two and a half dollars, and 
even loss an acre. Deer wero thon as plen- 
ty as sheep, bears wero quite troublesome 
10 the hogs, and wolves to the sheep. The 
Indian picked up a precarious subsistence, 
coming in with his wolf-scalps to 'Squire 
Curry and claiming his 
certificate of 


bounty. What was then Icnowu as tho Ti- 
tus Spring Eun, behind tho mansion of 
that "fine old English gentleman," Geo. 
M. JIowbray.Esq., abounded in season with 
the best of speckled trout. Tho reminiscent 
well recollects in 1825 going to Erie with 
a sleigh load of venison from Mr. Chase's 
store, and consigned to Thomas H. Sill, 
lawyer, 
at 
Erio. lie recollects the 


old mail coach, with its four horses, which 
used to ply between Erie- and Pittsburgh 
in those days, changing, horses every ten 
or fifteen miles, and stopping en route at 
Waterionl, Cambridge, Meailville, George- 
town, Mercor, Butler, Glade Mills, &c- 
The Meadville hotels in those days wero 
Gibson's and Barton's, and tho Mansion 
House at Pittsburgh was tho 'principal 
stopping place. Among the early business 
men of Titusville, Mr. Curry gives the 
names of John Kobinson, dry goods, on the 
present Mansion House corner; Brewer, 
'Watson & Co., dry goods and groceries, 
where the Granger store now stands; J. 
C. Kerr, dry goods, on tho SIcFjrlaucl, 
Smith 
& 
Co.'s 
site; 
Hiram 
Hill 


Imcl a grocery 
whero Funk, 
Jackson 


& Fuller's splendid dry goods store stands. 
Z. "Waid kept a shoe store, and 'Wm. 
Barnsdull a shoo store end tannery at the 
head of Franklin street. David Crossloy 
had a blacksmith shop at the junction of 
Pino and Diamond street, and C. Zeigler a 
blacksmith shop on Franklin street, oppo- 
site the mill. A. \V. Hubbard had o 
wagon shop, and JacooSuappa blacksmith 
shop, on Franklin street, near Burchard's 
store, and SamuolSillimanhad a carpenter 
and joiner shop on Pino street, near the 
Methodist Church. These comprised pretty 
much all the business element of Titus- 
villa, which now bonita its hundred bhops 
and 
stores.
